"A» O'«r Trmi Tale." 


The Lake Superior Miner recently had an 


article on a negro roan, known as Johnson, who 
many yeari ago pre-empted a valuable piece of 
mineral land near Ontonagon. X.. S. Johnson's 
history reads like a romance, and is replete 
with interesting and exciting, adventures.— 
We give some of the prominent incidents 
of his life, aa we learn them from the Miner. 


Home fifteen or twenty years ago a gentleman 


by the name of Pemberton movd from Frank- 
fort, Kentucky, to Monticello, Lewis Co., Mia> 
iouri,and there died. 
Among other chattels 


personal, he owned a slave named Noel, who 
wa» a remarkably intelligent negro. 


After the death of Pernbcrton , as the embar- 


rassed condition of the estate, hung over hia fti-« 
ture destiny a veil of uncertainty, not altogether 
pleanuut to contemplate, the man Xocl, formed 
the deteruiinntiou_to migrate. This resolution 
it seems was also taken by two other chattels 
of the name sort, and was jointly carried iuto 
eflect on one Saturday night in April, 16-13.— 
Having traveled by night, thoy stopped in the 
morning on Fubius Creek, a email otreuin emp- 
tying into the Mississippi, where they lay in 
ambush during the Sunday folowing: 
Their 


place was near the road, and during tho day 
they distinctly saw four or five men ou horse 
back pans in grent hnRte. whom they knew to bo 
their pursuers. 
Tlie party passed, however, 


without suspecting how near was their prey. 


Moving on their journey by night, the negroes 


at length reached the Mississippi—crossed it 
in a caooo, below Qnincy Illinois, aud ran up to 
the town. Shortly nftorvvards they started out 
for Chicago and being overtaken by a white 
man in a buggy, they followed him. 
After 


traveling some distance thin way they eapiod in 
the roud. ahead of them, a party of men with j 
their horses, and upon approaching nearer, they 
ngain recognized their pursuers; each emigrant 
cocked his ride and managed to present HO bold 
a front that the horsemen filed on" to right and 
left, and tho sable infantry inarched through in 
single file—uot a word being uttered by either 
party. 


After upending some time in Michigan, Xoel, 


who had taken the name of Johnson, went to 
Lake Superior, and being industrious, intelli- 
gent and energetic soon accumulated some 
money, and wns able to, through hia friends, to 
commence negociations for his own purchase. 
Tho letters containing propositions were dated 
and mailed at Wheeling. Virginia. 


Tho reply of Mr. Kllis, administrator oftho 


estate of S. Pemberton, deceased, conveyed as- 
surances of the great gratificntion with which 
tho heirs received intelligence of the health 
of Wool; and after expressions of their hi«h re- 
gard, they desired tn be allowed to communi- 
cate with him directly. 
In rejoinder, it afford- 


ed Johnson's friend great plf asurfl to assure the 
heirs of the excellent health of JTocl, about 
whom they inquired so tenderly; but at the 
sumo time, ho regretted to add, that business j 


ngngements would prevent that individual from
